to worry about so far as party 
harmony is concerned. 


AL'S 
MEN STICK 


Yet Governor Roosevelt does 


have party harmony to worry over 
in this instance, because sitting to 
the end and . refusing' to budge 
were the big Smith delegations in 
New York, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, New Jersey and Rhode 
Island. They voted for "Al" to 
the end, even though their, hero 
was not in the stadium and the 
handwriting was on the wall. 


For the first time within recent 


memory, the usual motion was not 
made after the nomination to 
make it unanimous. The Roose- 
velt leaders on the platform dared 
not do it, for sitting there like so 
many Rocks of Gibraltar were the 
Smith delegations readv to scream 
"no" on the motion. It was that 
bitter. 


What this portends for the cam- 
paign of 1932 is a matter of con- 
jecture.

Ohio schools face a bleak future 
for the 1932-33 school year. 


Having just weathered a bad 


financial year, in which 
deficits 


of more than $1,800,000 were re- 
ported, they are confronted with 
an even worse existence next 
yea.1. 


Teachers salaries will be 
cut 


universally, schools will be forced 
to shorten terms and educational 
programes will be curtailed great- 
ly.This was the gloomy picture 
given by B. A. Stevens, prominent 
educator and research director of 
the Ohio Educational Association.

WILL SAVE $750,000 


Savings by the downward re- 


vision of teachers' salaries during 
the coming school year will be ap- 
proximately $750,000, or more, the 
research expert pointed out.

will 
be 
further 


entrenchments and with only one 
exception every school district 
in 


the state will cut teachers' salar- 
ies from 10 to 15 per cent. 


"Many schools will be forced to 


shorten the school year with the 
resultant hardships on the children 
of the state, the man and women 
of tomorrow. 


"In the 90 cities in the state, 24 


shortened the school year from one 
to six weeks. Nine others were 
able to operate full time only by I state 
having the teachers donate their 
service for from one week to 
a 


month without pay. 


"Teachers made a tremendous 


sacrifice to keep the schools going 
last year. Not only did they take 
salary cuts, not 
only did they 


teach larger classes, but they gave 
the schools more than $250,000 by 
serving free of pay. 


"Twenty-five cities reported de- 


ficits ranging 
from 
$5,000 
to 


$400,000 and totaling $1,700,000 
Nine villages also reported de- 
ficits, averaging about $12,000 for 
a total of more than $100.000."
